MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Gnaiiman  and  Members  of  the 

Belper  Rural  District  Council, 


Gentlemen, 


I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  consideration 
my  12th  Annual  Report  on  the  heailth  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district. 
The  Report  is  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1943. 

War-time  conditions  have  again  made  it  necessary  to  keep 
the  Report  short,  and  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  instructions, 
reference  to  Population,  Industricv;  and  Occupation  of  the  Inhabitants  are  not 
considered. 


During  the  year  progress  continued  in  the  immunisation  of 
children  against  diphtheri.,  and  on  the  31st  December  last,  8O6  children  under 
5 years  of  age  had  received  the  full  treatment,  while  2,565  others  between 
5 and  15  years  had  also  been  immunised.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  there 
were  only  2 cases  of  diphtheria  in  the  whole  of  the  year,  neither  of  v/hich 
had  been  immunised.  Both  were  mild  in  character  and  soon  recovered.  This 
figure  is  similar  to  the  previous  year  and  conpares  \7ith  I3  cases  in  1941. 

The  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  disease  is  more  than 
100  higher  than  last  year,  but  this  is  accounted  for  mainly  by  measles,  and 
whooping  ccu^,  although  scarlet  fever  cases  are  L4-  more  than  the  year 
previous . 


Fig>ures  for  pulmonary  tuberculosis  show  a reduction  Qf 
5,  and  non -pul  monary  tuberculosis  a redxiction  of  2,  The  Tuberculosis 
Dispensarp^  at  the  Coiinty  Offices,  Derby  is  open  on  Friday  of  each  ¥/eek  for 
the  treatment  of  patients,  who  are  also  visited  at  their  homes  by  the 
Tuberc'olcsis  Officer  and  the  Headth  Visitor,  Advice  concerning  the  Ne^/ 
Allcfr-’ances  Scheme  may  also  be  obtained  at  the  Dispensary, 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  ¥7e  had  no  deaths  from  scarlet 
fever,  diphtheria,  whooping  cou^  or  meeLsles,  Gonparisons  of  the  incidence 
of  infectious  disease  can  be  made  on  the  follovving  tables. 
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Free  private  treatment  can  “be  oiitained  at  the  Derby 
Ini’irmar;^^  by  persons  suffering  from  Venereal  Disease » Patients  should, 

however,  obtain  a letter  from  thei"'^  local  doctor  before  presenting  themselves, 
a1!1  local  doctors  v/ill  give  advice  as  to  times  and  places  of  treatment. 

Prom  time  to  time  I have  visited  the  schools  of  the 
district,  and  the  health  of  th-,  children  would  appear  to  be  good. 

Together  ^7ith  your  Sanitary  Inspectors , I have  made  many 
visits  to  farms,  food  premises  and  houses,  and  many  defects  have  been 
attended  to.  In  other  cases  your  Sanitary  Inspectors  have  taken  SLction  to 
improve  unsatisfactory  premises. 

In  my  last  Report  I asked  the  Council  to  consider  the 
question  of  a regular  collection  of  refuse  from  the  Holbrook  Parish,  I am 
VQry  pleased  that  the  Council  saw  fj.t  to  accede  to  my  request,  and  the  public 
of  Holbrook  appreciate  the  service  they  now  receive.  The  Coioncil’s  services 
would  appear  to  have  been  v/ell  maintained,  and  there  are  no  matters,  so  far 
as  I knew,  to  which  your  attention  sheuld  be  directed. 

On  the  following  pages  you  will  find  certain  tables  ajid 
comparisons,  and  I v/ould  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  i.ienbers  of  the 
Council,  the  Cleric  (rlr,  H,  H.  Greaser),  the  Sanitar;-  Inspectors  and  other 
officials  for  their  help  and  oo-eperation  during  the  past  year,

During  the  year  305  persons  died;  - 159  males  and  li(j6  females  - an  increase  of 
12  on  the  previous  year.  The  death  rate  was  11,74  coii5>ared  v/ith 

11,08  last  year  and  11,3  in  1941.  (Death  rate  for  England  & ‘(Tales  was  12, l)  . 

Births  registered  diiring  the  year  totalled  424:”  213  males;  211  females. 

The  total  represents  an  increase  of  7 over  1942  and  53  over  1941 • The 
birth  rate  v/as  l6,31  an  against  15® 77  in  1942  and  13®25  in  1941®  There 
vTere  9 still  births,  a ' ‘crease  of  2,  (Birth  rate  for  England  & Wales  was  16,5).

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you  are  avifare,  no  change  has  occurred  diiring  the  year 
in  the  perscmiel  of  our  Department,  Neither  car.  we  refer  to  some  outstanding 
item,  of  interest 5 wau’  conditions  restricting  activities  largely  to  matters  of 
routine.  Building  operations  have  "been  at  a standstill,  and  even  repairs  of 
piucr  irpcrtance  have  "been  difficult  to  carry  out,  lacking  labour  for  the 
wcric-  ITc  new  houses  have  been  erected  either  by  the  Council  or  private 
enterprise , 

Hous ing.  har  conditions  also  have  to  some  extent  put  housing 

procedure  into  reverse,  the  policy  being  to  retain  all  houses,  possible  of 
ten5)oraiy  repair,  still  in  commission.  Therefore  noithei-  Clearance  nor 
Demolition  Orders  have  been  sought.  But  this  has  not  held  up  planning  for 
the  future  and  in  connection  v;ith  the  Council's  post  war  housing  scheme  it  is 
proposed  -chat  12h  houses  be  erected  in  one  year  after  the  war,  inmediately 
labour  and  materials  are  available.  The  houses  have  been  allocated  to 
11  parishes,  in  numbers  varying  from  6 to  30,  and  sites  in  the  parishes  have 
been  selected.  The  remaining  324  houses  in  the  long  term  programme  are 
proposed  to  be  erecued  as  soon  as  the  carcoms tences  peimit.  Each  parish 
council/meet ing  was  .contacted  by  the  Clerk,  and  the  programme  prepared  by 
the  Sub -Gonm. tree  is  the  result  of  repl7.es  received  in  answer  to  the  care- 
fully prepared  questionnaire, 

IiC,k,  In  view  of  the  present  uncertainty  of  the  position  regard- 

ing the  futiare  adisinistration  of  the  i.Iilk  and  Dairies  Orders  and  the 
critiersm  levelled  at  rural  authorities,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  in. 
the  area  there  is  one  farm  producing  Tuberculin  Tested  Llilk  and  130  farms 
where  i^ccredrted  i.Iilk  is  produced.  These  figures  are  some  indication 

that  3uper'.m.3ion  of  dairy  farms  has  been  progressrve. 

3 ewe rs  and  .fat or  Supply , 

Unde.r  this  section  there  are  no  nev/  features  to  record, 
Holbrook,  though  served  by  a piped  supply  still  has  its  problem  of  water 
shortage  in  the  'higher  parts  of  the  parish,  and  other  parishes  are  dependent 
upon  vcells,  as  shown  by  previous  Reports.  These  problems,  and  also  the 

suggested  need  of  the  treatment  of  sewage  in  certain  districts,  arc  the  terms 
of  reference  of  another  Sub-Committee  considering  post  war  schemes.
